Mr. St John opened the conversation 


by recalling a little tilt he had with an 
Ohio editor, Ed Wilson, of Ironton, 
when he stumped this state two years 
ago. Wilson was then after congress- 
onal honors and on the occasion of St. 
John's visit to Ironton, fired' off a 
broadside at him about Protectionism, 
etc. This article St John answered in. 
lis speech and those who heard him do 
say that there wasn't much left of Wil- 
son and his specious arguments when 
he got through. After inquiring about 
Wilson, Gov. St John suddenly turned 
to the reporter and with a humorous 
twinkle in his eye asked "why don't 
the Democrats and Republicans in Ohio 
combine and conduct their campaign 
from one headquarters, etc., and save 
campaign expenses? They might as well 
for all the difference there is in their 
platforms. Governor Foraker is right 
n asserting that there is no difference 
between the Springfield and the Zanes- 
ville platforms." 


The reporter answered this question 


by asking another. 
. "How do you 


stand on the silver queston, and what 
do you think of the situation politi- 
cally in Ohio ?" 


"I am for the free and unlimited 


coinage of silver, at a ratio of 16 to 


at once and without 
reference 


to what any other nation may or 
may not do," said Gov. St. John 
emphatically. "As to the situation in 
Ohio, I think there is-going to be some 
big surprises for both parties. Party 
sbackels are banging very lightly on ,. 
the American people today—more EO 
than ever before in the history of the 
country. I do not think 'the Republi- 
cans wilt have any 140.000 or even 
100,000 majority. It will be far below 
that—may be nearly wiped out. .-The 
Populist vote will, 1 believe, be surpris- 
ingly large. That party is the only 
one that represents the interests of the 
common people. It stands right on the 
money question, and do "you know that 
if the honest expression of the voters 
of Ohio could be gotten, free from, the 
party lash, I honestly believe free sil- 
ver would win in Ohio today by a ma- 
jority of over 150,000." 


In the course of a further conversa- 


tion Gov. St. John said he believed 
that for the present the tariff question 
was settled. He did not think there 
would ever be a return to the McKinley 
robber tariffs. 
"I think the silver 


question will be the great question in 
the campaign of 1896," said Mr. St, 
John. Then be corrected himself. "I 
do not mean the great question. There 
is another (the Prohibition) that is 
greater. But silver will be the domi- 
nant question, A question can be the 
greatest question, and yet not be tbe 
dominant question." 


"Silver is the rock on which the_Dem- 


cratic party will split, and so will the 
Republican party. Both parties are 
bound hand and foot in the interests of 
the money power and tbe nun power 
of tbe country, and the day is not far 
distant when a new party will arise 
and will cbamp:ion the cause of the " 
common people. It will be a victor- 
ious party, too." 


In reference to a question, Mr. St 


John said he would not be at all -sur- 
prised if President Cleveland were 
nominated for a third term and make the 
race with the so called sound money 
men of both the old parties as his sup- 
porters. He said humorously as the 
reporter left that be would pay his 
respects to the old parties this even- 
ing. One tiling is certain, and that is 
his speech will be an interesting one 
whoever he may hit. He should have 
a big audience.

The office 
was established in'T790 aud the first 
patent issued to a woman was in tlSOO 
to Mary Kies for a method of weaving- 
straw with silk or thread. .Six years 
later one was issued-to Mary: Brush for 
a corset. 11 was not until 1828 that more 
than one patentjper year was issued to 
women. In 18(53 oul.v'fourteen patents 
were issued to women, that beirifflthe 
largest in any year np to that' time. 
Tlie war, however, developed the inven- 
tive genius of women and the-aunual 
number of patents issued -to them in- 
creased rapidly. 
Many of them were 


for inventions for : fightingnr nursing 
devices. .The annual.issue increased 
steadily yearly. In 1870 it".was (50, in 
1800 over 200, and 1893 over'300.« Fr.o'm 
1800 to 18S8 women's inventions aver- 
aged 30 a year; from 18H8 to J8'J2 230 'a 
year, and since 1893 280 a year. The 
pamphlet gives a classi6cation of wom- 
en's inventions. This shows that .wear- 
ing apparel leads the list, with ,100 dif- 
ferent patents in thirty months. Then 
comes cooking utensils with 101) inven-' 
tions, furniture with 55, heating and 
washing or cleaning apparatus with 40 
odd each, sewing and spinning devices 
and building apparatus with about 30 
each, educational; medical apparatus, 
toys and trunks, 
about : 30 
each; 


Other things in which women have 
tried their inventive faculties are baby 
carriages, barrel and, bicycle .attach- 
ments, printing-and ..bottling appar^ 
a'tus, boxes rind baskets, .cloeks.vflow- 
ers, horse '. shoes, motors, musical in- 
struments, plumbing and, preserving 
devices, screens,.stationary and theat- 
rical apparatus, toilet articles and 
typewriter attachments. Very few of 
the patents issued to women were for 
entirely new creations. 
Excluding 


those .especially concerning women's 
work, nearly all the other patents 
were for attachments to some previous- 
ly e$isting:device.

Tuesday's TIMKS gave an account of 


the suit of Smiley A. Caldwell against 
his wife for divorce. While the hus- 
band was airing his woes in tho courts 
here, the wife was pouring a bitter tale 
of sorrow into some Chillicotho law- 
yer's ears, and ycstorday she began a 
similar suit against him in tho Ross 
county courts. There is evidently mu- 
tual dissatisfaction with married life. 
The Chillicothe News says tho follow- 
ing of the wife's suit: 


Sophie Caldwell vs. Smilo.y A. Cald- 


well is the title of a divorce suit filed in 
common ploas court here this morning. 
Tho suil will bo no surprise to the 
friends of cither party, us it has been 
an open secret that their married life 
has boon exceedingly unhappy. _ 


Smiley A. Caldwell and Sophie liar- 


loon .were married at Parkersburg, W. 
Va., on tho 25th of July, 1891, and tho 
plaintiff avers that since that time slie 
has .'been a dutiful and affectionate 
wife'' But the husband, it is alleged, 
has boon puilty of extreme cruelty. On 
the 25th of January,-1893, he assaulted 
his wife and threw her to the floor in 
the sitting room of their residence, and 
followed her into tho front hall, where 
he threw her down again and violently 
struck her and choked her, injuring 
her so that she was ill from the effects 
of tho assault. The assault, the peti- 
tion avers, was entirely without cause. 
On July 85th, 1892, at their residence, 
ho also assaulted and choked her, and 
on Aug. 20th, 1895, at their residence in 
Portsmouth, he dragged her from the 
supper table and threw her out of the 
house. When she came back for the 
purpose of changing her clothes and 
leaving tho house forever he followed 
her upstairs and struck her with his 


After the assault in January, 1S9S, 


the plaintiff entered suit for divorce on 
tho ground of cruelty, but the suit was 
compromised, CiUdwell promising to do 
bettor. He behaved himself for about 
two months and his wife then left him 
again. After six months she was per 
suaded to live with him again, with the 
result above stated. 
The petition 


stales that Caldwell is worth over 
135,000 above all debts, and absolute di- 
vorce with alimony is asked for. 


UKR SKCONB ONK. 


On June 28th last, Maggie Craig filed 


in common pleas court a suit against 
her husband, Thomas Franklin Craig, 
praying for alimony, custody of their 
two children and the appointment of a 
receiver to take possession of tho hus- 
band's property until the suit was de- 
cided. They were married in this city, 
March 3, 1893. The wife says that the 
husband was guilty of gross neglect, 
failure to provide and for the last year, 
extreme cruelty. On June 25 he aband- 
oned her and three days later she filed 
the suit. On July 6 tho husband in- 
duced her to dismiss the suit, promis- 
ing to live with her amicably. She be- 
lieved him, dismissed the suit and went 
to live with him again. The husband, 
however, failed to keep his promise, 
treated her as he had the previous year 
and on Aug. IS again abandoned her. 
He further entered into a conspiracy 
with his mother, Agnes Craig, his 
brother. Goo. Oraig and brother-in-law, 
Frank Cologrovo, to place the property 
of the defendant beyond the reach, of 
the plaintiff, to prevent enforcement 
of her claims for alimony. Ho trans- 
ferred to the parties named, three 
horses" worth S175; S hogs and 30 pigs, 
§75; 2 cattle, S-tO; 35 bushels of wheat, 
$15; an interest in growing corn worth 
S75; aud other goods worth S75. In 
addition to this ho owns real estate 
valued at $000, which he threatens to 
dispose of. 


Tho deceived wife today filed another 


suit similar to the first and asks for the 
appointment of a receiver 
to take 


charge of the property pending a set- 
tlement of the case. Farnham, Ryan 
and Ball are plaintiff's attorneys.
